I believe Valentine Carter and Maleta ( EPPERSON) were married circa 
1837-1838 and their son; Allen was their first born. However, I feel the 1840 
census has deceived many researchers over the years believing Valentine and 
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Maleta married 1832-1835 because in the 1840 census showing two boys aged 
5-9 year old. 

Taking in account Valentine was younger than Maleta and was born in 1820, he 
would not have been married at age 12 to 1 5 as the boy's age suggests. I believe 
these two boys were brothers of Valentine's and one of them was... James Allen 
Carter. 

Since no database has revealed the marriage date and location of this marriage 
then it is evident this would be a big key to solving Valentine's parentage. 

Maleta's father; Jesse Epperson was in the 1830 McMinn County, Tennessee 
census and I checked the other "Carters" in McMinn County but no one appears 
to be the link to Valentine. 

Checking the church records of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, if they 
exist, in the surrounding counties of McMinn might hold that marriage record. 

However, Valentine's parents were living in Monroe County, I suspect Valentine 
courted Maleta, who probably also lived in Monroe County at the time of the 
marriage and married her in that dark period between the formation of Monroe 
County in 1819 and 1838 when they officially started keeping marriage records. 

Finding out when Jesse Epperson left McMinn County and when he bought land 
if he ever did in Monroe County, and when he bought land in Bradley County 
would give us a snapshot of his movements during that blackout time period. 

1935-1939 Family Move 

Valentine and Maleta married and moved to Murray County, Georgia. Son, Allen 
Carter was born in Murray County, Georgia on 24 October 1839. 

After Allen's birth, Valentine is back in Bradley County living next door to his 
father-in-law; Jesse Epperson and family. In 1828, gold was discovered in 
northwestern Georgia then called Cherokee County. 

In December 1832, the Georgia General Assembly designated the extreme 
northwestern corner of the state of Georgia as Murray County. 

Formerly part of Cherokee County, the area was named for a Georgia 
statesman from Lincoln County, Thomas W. Murray, a former speaker of the 
Georgia House. 

The area was in the heart of the Cherokee Nation at the time the boundary lines 
were drawn through their territory. Not waiting until after the Cherokees were 
removed in 1838-39, the white settlers entered the county in large numbers as 
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they had done in Monroe County. 

Spring Place had been established in 1801 as a Moravian mission to the 
Cherokee and had been a post office since 1810 - the second oldest in North 
Georgia. Even before the Cherokee "Trail of Tears", (1838) the Americans who 
had drawn or purchased Murray County land lots of 160 acres in the Georgia 
Land Lottery were pouring into the area 

1836 Creation of Bradley County. Tennessee 

Bradley County, Tennessee was created on May 2, 1836, from Cherokee 
Native lands. Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using 
fraudulent and worthless treaties, the Cherokee peoples where pushed from their 
homes in eastern Tennessee into northern Georgia. Forced from Georgia also 
by dishonest legislators, the Cherokee people eventually were confined in 
concentration camps in Bradley County before their forced march known as "The 
Trail of Tears". 

Bradley County's unique history includes the home of the Cherokee Nation, 
known an Echota, (see the map on page 7) who's last Eastern Capitol is now 
known as Red Clay State Historical Park. It is an interpreted site certified by the 
National Trail of Tears Association and stands as a reminder of the spot where 
they were notified of their tragic journey ahead.

McMinn and Monroe County, Tennessee were both created on 13 November 
1819, from Cherokee Native lands. Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty 
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makers, using fraudulent and worthless treaties, the Cherokee peoples where 
pushed from their homes in eastern Tennessee into northern Georgia. During the 
18th century, towns and villages of the Overhill Cherokee were scattered along the 
Little Tennessee River and Tellico River throughout Monroe County. These 
included Chota (Cherokee Capital), Tanasi (the name source of "Tennessee") 
and Great Tellico, which at various times were Cherokee principal towns, as well 
as Citico, Toqua, Tomottley, Mialoquo, Chilhowee, and Tallassee. Monroe County 
was established in 1819 after the signing of the Calhoun Treaty, in which the 
Cherokee relinquished claims to lands stretching from the Little Tennessee River 
south to the Hiwassee River on threat of war. The county was named for President 
James Monroe. Some of the state's first gold mines were discovered in 1826 
located in Monroe County encouraged by the whites, forcing the government to 
seize land by any means. Placer mining took place on Coker Creek (near Tellico 
Plains) in the early 1830s.

If some legal 
document does not reveal his parentage and connect the family to more 
generations of Carters in Bradley County, Tennessee, then a road trip is 
necessary to Monroe, Bradley, McMinn and Roane Counties of Tennessee to 
begin the quest for verifiable hard evidence of his parentage.

I believe Valentine Carter and Maleta ( EPPERSON) were married circa 1837- 
1838 and their son; Allen was their first born. However, I feel the 1840 census has 
deceived many researchers over the years believing Valentine and Maleta 
married 1832-1835 because in the 1840 census showing two boys aged 5-9 year 
old. 

Taking in account Valentine was younger than Maleta and was born in 1820, he 
would not have been married at age 12 to15 as the boy's age suggests. I believe 
these two boys were brothers of Valentine's and one of them was... James Allen 
Carter. 

Since no database has revealed the marriage date and location of this marriage 
then it is evident this would be a big key to solving Valentine's parentage. 

Maleta's father; Jesse Epperson was in the 1830 McMinn County, Tennessee 
census and I checked the other "Carters" in McMinn County but no one appears 
to be the link to Valentine. 

Checking the church records of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, if they 
exist, in the surrounding counties of McMinn might hold that marriage record. 

However, Valentine's parents were living in Monroe County, I suspect Valentine 
courted Maleta, who probably also lived in Monroe County at the time of the 
marriage and married her in that dark period between the formation of Monroe 
County in 1819 and 1838 when they officially started keeping marriage records. 

Finding out when Jesse Epperson left McMinn County and when he bought land if 
he ever did in Monroe County, and when he bought land in Bradley County would 
give us a snapshot of his movements during that blackout time period. 

1935-1939 Family Move 

Valentine and Maleta married and moved to Murray County, Georgia. Son, Allen 
Carter was born in Murray County, Georgia on 24 October 1839. 

After Allen's birth, Valentine is back in Bradley County living next door to his 
father-in-law; Jesse Epperson and family. In 1828, gold was discovered in 
northwestern Georgia then called Cherokee County. 

In December 1832, the Georgia General Assembly designated the extreme 
northwestern corner of the state of Georgia as Murray County. 

Formerly part of Cherokee County, the area was named for a Georgia statesman 
from Lincoln County, Thomas W. Murray, a former speaker of the Georgia House. 
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The area was in the heart of the Cherokee Nation at the time the boundary lines 
were drawn through their territory. Not waiting until after the Cherokees were 
removed in 1838-39, the white settlers entered the county in large numbers as 
they had done in Monroe County. 

Spring Place had been established in 1801 as a Moravian mission to the 
Cherokee and had been a post office since 1810 - the second oldest in North 
Georgia. Even before the Cherokee "Trail of Tears", (1838) the Americans who 
had drawn or purchased Murray County land lots of 160 acres in the Georgia 
Land Lottery were pouring into the area 

1836 Creation of Bradley County. Tennessee 

Bradley County, Tennessee was created on May 2, 1836, from Cherokee 
Native lands. Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using 
fraudulent and worthless treaties, the Cherokee peoples where pushed from their 
homes in eastern Tennessee into northern Georgia. Forced from Georgia also by 
dishonest legislators, the Cherokee people eventually were confined in 
concentration camps in Bradley County before their forced march known as "The 
Trail of Tears". 

Bradley County's unique history includes the home of the Cherokee Nation, known 
an Echota, (see the map on page 7) who's last Eastern Capitol is now known as 
Red Clay State Historical Park. It is an interpreted site certified by the National 
Trail of Tears Association and stands as a reminder of the spot where they were 
notified of their tragic journey ahead.

I have 
lost John Jr.'s son, Allen, who married Elizabeth Trimm, d/o Henderson Trimm and 
wife, Martha Baldwin. I have not found Allen after them 1 830 Census. Do you 
know where he settled after that census? Allen was born on 24 Jan 1 791 in 
Greene Co., Tenn. In the 1830 Census he is living near Isaac Carter (his brother), 
and Carter Trim. 

I would like to know your source proving that John Carter Sr. and Levi Carter 
(brothers proved by DNA) are also brothers of Nathaniel, Joseph, Caleb, and 
James Carter. Who is this James Carter? 

John Carter Sr.'s youngest son was James Carter, born 1 January 1768 in "what 
is now known as Tennessee" according to his Rev. War Pension Application. He 
was a drummer in the Fife & Drum Corp of the N.C. Continental Line in 1 781 , as a 
young boy. He moved to Fannin County, Texas, when it was still Mexico and 
received a Republic of Texas land grant. He is only one of 46 Revolutionary 
Soldiers buried in Texas. He only had one son, Minatree Carter, and several 
daughters who are named in his Will dated March 1 , 1849 in Bonham, Fannin 
Co., Texas. In 1860 Fannin Co., Texas, Carter Trimm is a Methodist minister in 
Fannin Co., Texas. In 1830 Monroe Co., Tenn. he was living next to Allen Carter 
and wife, Elizabeth Trimm. He died about 1870 in Fannin County. His wife was, 
Polly Barker or Parker, whom he married on 2 Oct 1816, his bondsman was Allen 
Carter. 
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Someone wrote that Levi Carter Sr. was born in 1 836 in Wales and that 
assumption has been repeated over and over but several researchers, including 
me, have not found any proof of that whatsoever, so my record on this is "blank" 
until proved. 

The earliest proof of where my John Carter Jr. was living is when he signed up as 
a volunteer soldier under 

Capt. William Haymond in 1777 in Cresaptown, Maryland (he said Pa., but it was 
Maryland about 16 miles from the Penn. Line.) He said he was living in 
Cresaptown in 1777. It appears that he was born on 1 Sept 1756 in Brunswick 
Co., Va., son of John Carter Sr. and his 2nd, wife, Rebecca Stuart, d/o Charles 
Stuart and wife, Anne Pace. John Carter Sr. was appointed Guardian for Charles 
and Anne's two minor sons, William and Richard Stuart, and Joseph Carter was 
the bondsman for John Sr. (Brunswick Co., Va. Orphans Court.) 
John Carter Sr. and wife, Rebecca Stuart, were living on her brother, James 
Stuart's Plantation on Meherrin River, given to him by his mother-in-law, Ann 
Robinson, widow of John Irby of Brunswick County. Ann married 2nd, 
....Robinson. James Stuart wrote his Will in 1 767 and states that John Carter and 
wife, Rebecca, should take care of the plantation until James' son, Charles, 
comes of age. Then John and Rebecca Carter disappear from the Brunswick 
Co., Records. Joseph Carter married Mary Robinson who may have been a 
daughter of ....Robinson and his first wife. Joseph Carter also disappears from 
the Brunswick County records after his marriage to Mary Robinson. He would be 
Joseph Carter Jr. Joseph Carter Sr. of Prince George Co., Va. married Elizabeth 
Peebles, born before 1714 in P.G. Co., dau of Henry Peebles and Ann Nicholson. 
They lived near Richard Pace and wife, Rebecca Poythress, in P.G. Co. before 
the Pace Family moved to their Granville grant in North Carolina. Brunswick 
County was formed from Prince George Co. in 1 742. The above Anne Pace who 
married Charles Stuart was a daughter of Richard Pace and Rebecca Poythress. 
Charles Stuart left his Will in 1752 and his wife, Anne, died in 1753. There was a 
James Carter in Prince George Co., Va. who was a Sheriff but I don't know if he is 
related to John and Joseph Carter of Brunswick Co. There were about 3 different 
Carter lines in that area at the same time, just as there were in Greene Co., Tenn.
